Selim Is reserved as a name -ex¬ 
clusively for horses and 1 had figured 
out a theory as to the origin of the 
name that seemed to lie a fair con 
lecture In a'cnunting for IM use. At 
one time the pride of the country 
was the Arabian horse called the 
Morgan after a famous horse breeder 
by the name of Justin Morgan, of 
Vermont. Tiijs was a medium sized 
horse of great speed, strength and en¬ 
durance, and well suited to the 
mountains. The Morgan strain has 
been Immortalized by Bret- Herts In 
Ids stories of the Pacific slope and 
that in Itself afeows that they had 
spread from shore to shore. If this 
was the Arab then Ills no violent 
assumption to presume that many of 
them received the name of Selim, 
for that was the name of the only 
Arabian who was ever Intimate with 
l he people of this sectl .in. 

So far I have not been able to lind 
out whether Selim had any other 
name or not. but Ih is remembered 
by the designation of "Selim, the 
Algerine." My father In his life time 
occasionally referred In Ids writings 
in this person but I ‘do not lind any 
other reference to him. 

When I went over to Hlglb*»<l 
county the other day 1 pretended 
thal I had an objective and 1 
engineered a detour that brought us 
to Col. Lewis McClung's place on Hull 
Pasture river. He lives In a brick 
house facing the road. It was a line 
Sunday afternoon.
